THE GERMANS AT HOME. 


An Amtrkraa l-»-li'• I-.prw.loM of Bulil

Housekeeping, taking It all In all. Is 


easier in llermany than in America, 
and in many wav» we Americans have 
much to learn here. 11 is cheaper, not 
because food co?>ts much less, for, com- 
paring market prices, we see that meat 
is about the same in both countries. 
and tome staple articles, sugar, flonr 
and lard, mnch cheaper in America. 
Kents and wages are of course much 
lower In Germany, but it i* cheaper 
principally because- everything Is used 
and nothing vrasted. 


A family here will bay pieces of meat 


that In America xro should think too 
poor and cheap to use, but they under- 
stand cooking them better than we do; 
and make them very appetizing, and 
xre learn to live more simply and alto- 
gether on a smaller scale. Everything , 
is bought in small quantities; for one* 
reason, there are no store closets and 
poor cellar accommodations in these 
houses, and it Is largely the custom to 
pay every day for xvbat U brought Into 
the house. Tlie cuok receives every 
day money to pay for the milk and 
bread, and meat and vegetables are 
paid for when ordered. Hermans are a 
people of small Incomes, and to pay for 
each day's nexils simplifies arranging 
VT other expanses, xvhieh mast per- 
force run longer. Servants hare quito 
a different bill of fare fro-n their em- 
ployers, which is a* it should be. and 
they are perfectly satisfied with it. 
They do not expect to cat meat every 
day, and are not accustomed to it in 
their own homes, but they get a strong, 
nourishing soup always, made princi- 
pally of bread and vegetables, as in 
France, plenty of vegetable* cooked in 
xvayi. peculiar to themselves, generally 
xvith a bit of fat bacon, of which they 
are very fond, and bread and coffee ad 
libitum, generally three times a day. 
but no sugar, and each one-half pound 
of butter pjr week. Neither do they 
expect the choice cuts of meat and poul- 
try common »n American kitchens, yet 


we see. and may not the disclosures of 
men of science, so far as the unlearned 
are capable of comprehending them, 
be brought to the service of the sense 
of natural beauty. 


Another contrast there may be in the 


scenery of the two lands. There is 
this to" bs said of Knglish scenery; it is 
suitable to the luxury and comfort of 
Knglish country life- It IsapproprUte 
to the English flesh-pots. There are 
plenty of country-houses throughout 
Kngland in which material comforts 
are of the best, and which at certain 
seasons contain much agreeable com- 
pany of both sexes. I had some exper- 
ience of such a house In Surrey. Tho 
library was excellent; for a wonder 
the weather was good, the ephemeral

and credited each month by small 
stamps issued for the purpose and for 
sale at every postotSce.

interest in France. It Is the tale of a 
deserter. 


"About eJght years ago a handsome 


man appeared at the recruiting sta- 
tion of one of the border French towns 
and asked to be enrolled as a private 
in the Foreign Legion, lie said that 
he was a Swiss, and gave the name of 
UnchouDct. He was sent toTonqurn, 
where be conducted himself most 
bravely. His company was one day 
ordered to take a fort strongly armed 
and defended by three hundred Chi- 
nese. Kuchounet. whose history, ac- 
cording to custom, bad not been in- 
vestigated, had become a corporal in 
the meantime. In the assault the cap- 
tain and lieutenant were killed. Ku- 
chonnet stepped to the front, waved 
his sword apparently in the very face 
of ileati and called to hi* men to fol- 
low him. A few minutes later he was 
seen to enter the gate of the fort, and 
then he was master of three hundred 
captives. He was badly wounded, but 
soon recovered, to receive the thanks 
of his superior officers and to be pro- 
moted to the rank of sergeant. He con- 
tinued to distinguish himself, and in 
1S57 becams adjutant of his regiment, 
and was decorated with the military 
medal. 


"After a stay of three years inTon- 


qaln, his detachment was ordered to 
Algiers in 1S9O. where Ruchounet con- 
tinued to distinguish himself by ex- 
emplary conduct. He was looked upon 
as one of the coming men of the legion. 


"One day he went to his colonel and 


declared that he had a confession to 
make. 
'Knehounet is not my name. 


he began to the astonished colonel. 'I 
am Camuzet, 
formerly marshal of 


armories and chief of artillery. I was 
condemned in 1831 by the Fifteenth 
Army Corp* to twenty years at hard 
labor for wrongs in my military ad- 
ministration. I fled to Switzerland, 
remained there some time, and then, 
wishing to rehabilitate myself, as- 
sumed the came Kuehonnet. and en- 
listed in this legion, in a small border 
town where no one knew me. That is 
my story." 


"Thecolonel induced him to surren- 


der himself to the authorities at Mar- 
seilles, and it was his trial which came 
up -when I was there. 
He told his 


own story to the court, ending with 
the words: •• 'I have committed a grave 
mistake, but I hare tried to make it 
good by shedding my blood for my 
country.* 


"His case was won, and the eloquent 


defense of his advocate, M. Demange, 
wasvnnneeessary. The court acquitted 
him. and as Camnzet he will return to 
Algiers to take up his duties."—X. Y.

The woman-boats of the Grrenland- 


ers are so called because, unlike the 
Icataks. they are rowed by women. 
They are open, flat-bottomed, incon- 
venient tea-boats, but large enough for 
a family and the family goods—tents, 
household implements, dogs, children 
and the rest. 


The are rowed by as many as half a 


•core of oarswomen. and sometime* 
make a rnn of fifty English' miles a day. 
They are generally steered by »hi fath- 
er of tbe family, while the other male 
members follow in their kaiaks, 


In their woman-boats, says Doctor 


2«ansen, the Ureenlanders nsed to rcova 
from one • hunting ground to another 
all through the summer. For one or two 
months they always went far np tbe 
fiords in search of reindeer, and there 
they lived on the fat of the bind. 


In those days they often undertook 


long journeys op and down the west 
coast, as they do to this day on the 
east ecu it. These journeys are some- 
times five hundred miles in length. 


They do not generally travel qrickly. 


One of two woman-boats which we met 
on the east coast at Cape liille In 1SSS, 
on their way southward, did not reach 
Pamiagluk, west of Cape Farewell, un- 
til two years later. In 1S90; and this is 
•»nly a distance of some one hundred 
acd eighty miles, which we with our 
boats could no doubt have covered In a 
week or two. 


But as toon as the Eskimos come to 


a place where there are p'enty of seals, 
they go ashore, pitch their camp, take 
to hunting, and live at their ease. At 
tbe approach of autumn they choose a 
good site, build a winter houve, and 
continue their journey in the spring or 
summer as soon as the ice permits. 


The woman-boat in question had In 


this manner spent three years on the 
passage from Umivik. and would no 
doubt take pretty nearly as long to re- 
turn. 


The other woman-boat thst was pass- 


ing southward from Cape Bille got as 
far as Xanusek. about sixty-five miles 
from the trading settlements west of 
Cape Farewell, and there went into 
winter quarters; but then the father of 
the family died, and they faced round 
and set abrrst the long journey back to 
AngmagsaliV, without ever having 
reached their goal, the trading settle- 
ments, or accomplished their errand.— 
Youth's Companion.
